Law’s Shortcomings 
Chicago proposes to do by law what so­ 
ciety ought to do by precept and v oluntary 
action. J ohn Gutknecht. state’s attorney , 
has a plan to keep girls under 18 and boy s 
under 17 indoors after 10:30 p.m. week 
day s and 11:30 p.m. Saturday s. The law 
would be enforced from police stations in 
areas that hav e recorded a high rate of 
juv enile delinquency . 
When juv eniles are brought in, parents 
will be summoned. If it appears that par­ 
ents. through neglect, are contributing to 
delinquency , they will be prosecuted. 
“ There has been too much molly coddling 
of juv enile delinquents,” declares Gut­ 
knecht. “ When one steals a car or commits 
v andalism, they say he does it just for a 
kick. But when he has gone that far he 
has committed a crime and should be treat­ 
ed as a criminal.” 
And so the law will try to put the fear 
of a heav y fine into the minds of parents. 
Parental discipline and superv ision should 
operate from a lov ing regard of the welfare 
of offspring. Parents ought to want their 
children to growT up into decent, law-abid­ 
ing citizens satisfied with contentments to 
be deriv ed from normal liv ing. 
Laws can do little to instill that regard.
